ORDER

For the reasons stated in court on April 9, 2019, it is hereby 


ORDERED that: 

1. Defendant's Motion to Suppress (Docket No. 99) is 
DENIED. 

2. The parties shall, by April 30, 2019, confer and report 
whether they have resolved this case. 

3. The government shall, by May 10, 2019, respond to 

defendant's Motion for Exculpatory Evidence (Docket No. 143). 

4. Each party shall, by June 26, 2019: 

(a) Provide the other party with the names and 
addresses of witnesses it intends to call at trial in its case- 
in-chief. If a party subsequently forms an intent to call any other 
witness, it shall promptly notify the other party of the name and 
address of that witness. 

(b) Provide the other party with copies of the exhibits 
and a premarked list of exhibits it intends to offer in its case¬ 
in-chief. If a party subsequently decides to offer any additional 
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exhibit in its case-in-chief, it shall promptly provide the other 
party with a copy of the exhibit and a supplemental exhibit list. 
Each party shall identify through which witness it intends to 
introduce each exhibit. 

5. The parties shall, by July 9, 2019, file any motions 

based on exhibits or witnesses. Any responses shall be filed by 
July 23, 2019. 

6. The parties shall, by July 23, 2019: 

(a) Confer and report on any objections to the 

exhibits. 

(b) File a written stipulation of any facts they agree 
are not in dispute. 

7. Pretrial conferences shall be held on May 30, 2019, at 
1:30 p.m., and July 24, 2019, at 2:00 p.m. 

8. If necessary, trial shall begin on August 5, 2019.
